He Tryals and ConJemnations or Acquiztals of the 
ſeveral MalefaGors at Juftice- Hill in che 0!d-bayly 
Londoa, having proved very acceptable, we have 
thought good to continue their publications; this 
Seſl-ons being #s remarkable as others : andis as folloxeth, 

There wes a Vittualler cried for killing a Man; they foughc 
very hereely rogether, and the Wan went home ;: The Evi- 
dence (wore that the Viftualler was the cauſe of his Death, 
who had bruiſed him ſore in ſeveral parts, and had cauſed 
bim co ſpit Blood 3 but in regard he died a Moneth after,and 
was indiflecencly well: The Jewry acquitced the Priſoner 
of the Murther. 

There wasa Young man tried for ftealing of a Saw, the 
Proſecutor made Affidavit, That that Saw which was found 
in the Young mans cuſtody was his: The Young man brought 
a Joyner, that ſwore he made him the frame of the Saw, 
half a year ago; whereas the Proſecucor (wore, that his 
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was floll-wa year ago; So hes: the Yuungman was diſchar-- 


ged of the Crime. | 
Tnere was « luſty young Fellow, Fobn Swrith by Name, 
tried for the Cacriligious Realing. vf above Two Haydred 
Pounds worth of Plate, out of the Vefſtry of St. Gilcs's 
Church. The Bea Jlc of the Pariſh ſuſpe&ed thi> min, becauſe 
he was « looſe Liver, and came to Vis Lodging, but found 


him not within: He esked bis Neighbour for bim, and he- 


(aid,, That at Nine of che Clock at Night he was wichin, bur 
fince he had nut ſeen bim. The Beadle promiſed him Ten 
Shfllings, «0 b ing him word, when he was within but the 
other when he ſaw bim, told the P:ifoner what the Beadle 


faidz; chen he came not co his Lodging in « Months time :- 


But ac bis return, he bad notice given him by others, and 
be cook « Coaftable wich him, end ca ue co bisChambers 
door, and ruſh:d ageinftic, defligning to break it upen, buc 


he could nor. The Priſoner hearing ir, gor up, and asked,. 


Who was there? The Beadle cold knw, That he was (uſpec- 
ted for ſtealing away the Church-plite, and they had a 
Warrant co apprevend him. The Priſoner then cold bim, 
Hr was a Son of a Bicch, and he had nothing. co fay to hial; 
And whilft they were breaking open the Dour, he run up in- 
toa Garret, and got Gp upon the Houſe, and ran along ſe- 
veral houſes in his Shire only, when chey found he was 
fizd, they made ic their bufiaeſs to catch hicy 3 And in order 
theretoa Youth was ſent up, and at the end of che Houſe he 
(pied him: . when he approzched near, he ſaid; You Son of 
a Bicch, get you gone, or I will (plic your Brains witha Tile; 
chis nothing daunced him, for he returned the ſame exprel- 
ton tobhim., bat preſencly he came running by che Young- 


man, and then there was the Bzadle, that lay.in ambuth - 
jor him, fo that he leaped-ouc of the Frying-pan into the- 


Fe. 
He 1bst Scylla ſeeks to ſpun, 
Doth often on CharibJis 7 un, 
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When he ws thus backſet and foreſee, he could not hope 
for a releaſe, bur by the denger of breaking his N ck, (6 
that he unwillingly beceme their Captive. At bib ludiQ- 
ment he would nuc plead, becauſe a man was to give Evi- 
dence againſt him, . that was a Party; concerned; fo that 
when nothing would prevail to make him plead, he was 
ſenternc-d to be preſtto Death : Bus thiough the Sheriffy' 
Interceſion, he was perſwaded co plead ; and then the Court 
would hardly be perſwaded to revoke the Sentence | bur 
upon his Knees he gntreated them very. importu ately : ac' 
laſt chey condiſc:nded to grent bim more favour then he did 
deſerve, v:*Z. Alegal Trisl; and then it wa: proved, that he 
was one of the three that broke in. There was an Iron-bert y 
ſhewed, and (ome ſmall pieces of the Piate, that were found 
in-a houſe where the-Plate was (old by bisand their orders : - 
lc was proved thac he was one of the thier, that hid the 
plate in 8 Ditch, and received an equal (harc of the Wioney. 
And the Woman that'hadir of them, ſold icto snotber for: 
Three Sbil. Eight Pen, an Ounce; (o that the Jury could 
do no leſs than find him guilty of the FaR. 

There was a Youngman and his ſuppoſed Wife that were: 
Arraygned for ſtealing of Thirty pair of Cloath-colouced 
S$Stockias : He (underſtanding there were many uiher Indie 
vinents againſt hin?) pleaded*guilty coll Frlonies within the 
benefic of Clergy: But the refufed to plead, ſaying, Thac 
ih: was his Wife, and cherefore bound to keep his becrers : 
bur at laſt ſhe plexded, ſhe was acquitted, and be found gnilcy. 

There were Three Shoo- makers arraigned for Murthering + 
» Young-VVoman; they. went cowards Keintiſþ-Town, ant 
there they (pied her wich Milk': One of them a>kcd for ſome 
co drink ; But ſhewould noc givechbem any: They gave and 
received fome provoking ' words, which ſtird them up to 
blowes; leveiah of her Acquaintance took her part, and 
routed the Shoo-makers, but before her Aliftins came in, 
ſte hadgoiten ſome bruiſes. This was on Frid5y, and ſhe 


diedor the Mundy following. They were acquiied both ot 
the 


the Murder and Me: ſliuguuery and they owe great chei.ks 
co 8 mere ful Mid1!eſex- Juy. 

There was a Souldiec tryed for ftraling away a Matble 
ſtone of the value of eighteen (hillings tum Se rland-yard ; 
It was provedthat he la:d jr on the Puiters back and prot. 
feredrofſtil icy fo that the Jy could do no lefs then finde 
him guwliy of petty Larceny, end that was « favour to0, 
tor chey might have brought hiw in guilty of Felony, and 
then he would have b:eu one Rep more neerer relaced ty 
Tyvurn. 

There was likew:fe two men more tried for the ſtealing of 
Se. Gi'ers Plate ; one wes the Smith that m<de che Brity, io 
whotc hou e they carricd the Plane, whu pleaded mnocency 
ec the bar, but there was one of the Thicves that gave Evi- 
dence agoinit all the reft, that (yore he had made above 
ewenty Bcttres: H- then (aid, he never had any knowledge of 
any Betty but his Wife, they were both found guilty. 

A Woman was tried tor murihering her Child ; Two or 
three made Q«ith, that ſhe (aid the Child was thil-vorn, ang 
afterwards lhe threw ic inco a Pond, in regard the Ground 
was ſo hard ther (he could not digg « bole ro bury it in 3 but 
in regard ſh: did nor diſcover her being with Ch:1de ro avy, 
nor call any in at che birth of che Childe. She was found 
eu:ly by che Jury accurding co an AR of Parliament in 
King Edward*s time, 

There wes a Youth, whoappeared to be about ſeventeen 
years of Age, indicted for a Robbery : for that he and cwo 
mcre robbed a young man a little beyond Tſlingrox of 8 bout 
eight pounds in Money. It was abour eight of the clock in 
the evening in M=rcb laſt, The Proſecutor knew this youth 
but. durſt -ake no notice of him for fear they ſhould have 
killed him ; for the Moon did ſhine bright, inſomuch that he 
could Jifcern him as well by that as a cleerlighty and there- 
fre he was very poſſcive and confident in his : firmation . 
'Jorwithftending ſeveral came in to ceſt;fhie that ac char hour 
cn he was ecculed for the Robbery, he was at the Mukick- 
'n I/airechapp.l, but he was found guil'y., There 
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There was a young mgn tryed for a. Burglary 
commited .at 7hiſileworth, he took out of a houule 
two Flitches of bacon icveral pounds of beef, a 
leg of prrik, and ſome wearing ciothes, but he that 
was aiC{ed was acquitted, hecauſe they unly made 
Cath that he was there in the morging, and this was 
4: ne in the night following 3 he dravk a pct of beere 
'n the. houſe, and locked up into the Chimaey 
where the baccn kung, and commended it for gvod 
bacon, he had formerly (ufftered tor ſuch like milde- 
meanours 5 and that was one reaſun why he was 
ſulſpeGed, h's cemmending the bacon might be anov- 
ther 3 butthe greateſt was, becaule they tound the 
wyth which he that owned the bacon, made near the 
houſe where the priſoner lcdged, which was at leait. 
two miles from the place where the fact was com- 
mitted. 

T here were two women indicted for ſtealing a 
piece of Sik from a Mercer ja the City, but they 
were not both arraigned, for one of them was 
broughta bed of a Newgate bird and theother refu- 
ſed ker tryal, becauſe her (iſter Shop lift could not 
come te take her tryal, but atlaſt ſhe took a tryal, 
and the other too; (he was acquitted, the other found 
guilty of this, and wasburn'd in the hand laſt Sell 
00s, 

There was an honeſt Country man tryed for ſteal- 
ing a Calf z but it was another that ſtole it, and 
ſold it to him 3 who confelt ir at the Barr, ſothat the 
cther was acquitted, and the Proſecutor blamed for 
indicting him that bought it 3 but he excuſed him- 
felf, by daying that the other was not taken when he 
Was 
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' -wWaS intifted. Thus you bee, the righteous oft ſuffer 
fer the ſinners ſake "A x 

There was two yourg men tryed for breaking 
open a Me:ct arts kouſe, ard both brought in guilty 
o' the Fact, 

Another you ng inan was arraigned for Murther, 
he ard two more weriethrowing ſtones at one anu- 
ther 10 Clerkexwell-Greep, ard it Was bis hard mil. 
forture to be too good a marks man, for he hit one 
ofthem ut.der the ear, and he dyed v.ithin three 
days, ſo that he was feund guilty of Maaflaughrer. 

There was a young man tryed and ſcutd guilty 
for the felonious taking «way of ſeveral goods ard 
ſome menpy cut of ſcme Trunks, which he broke, 
which were locked in his Landladies Chamber, 

T bcze was a woman found guilty of ſtealing «way 
a ſilver Taokaid from her Maſter. 


Sixteen condemn'd, five burned inthe bend ; 
And five Tranſplanted to ſome other Land : 
Seven ordered tobe whipt, and dne was fie'd, 

The Fine was ſmall, becauſe the Court was kind. 
Each of their Crimes were great, therefore I doubt 1 
There will be mighty work for Ketch this bout: 

Good Lord deliver all as well as me, 
From Ketches mercy, and the Tripple Tree. 
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
